Harding in his inaugural address said

My countrymen, when one surveys
the world about him after the great
storm, noting the marks of destruc-
tion and. yet rejoicing in the rugged-
ness of the things which withstood it,
it he is an American, he hreathes the
cldrified atmosphere with a strange
mingling of regret and new hope. We
haye seen world passion spend its
futy, but we contemplate our republic
unshaken and hold our civilization se-
cure. Liberty—liberty within the law
—and civilization are inseparahle and
thgugh hoth were threatened, we find
them now secure, and there comes to
Americans the profound assurance
that our representative government
i8 .the highest expression and surest
guaranty of hoth.

Btanding iIn this presence, mindful
of the solemnity of this accasion, feel-
ing the emotions which no one may
know until he senses the great welght
of .responsibility for himself, 1 must

prayer for America is for industrial
peace, with {its rewards, widely and
generally distributed amid the in-
the spirit and add to the resolution
with which we take up the task, let
me repeat for our nation, we shall
give no people just cause to make war
upon us, We hold no national pre-
judic2s, we entertain no spirit of re-
venge, we do not hate, we do not
covet; we dream of no conquest nor
boast of armed progress.

If, despite this attitude, war is
again forced upon uu, I earnestly hope
a way may be founé which will unify
our individual and ccllective strength
and consecrate all America, material-
ly and spirtually, body and soul, to
national defense. There is something
inherently wrong, something out of
accord with the ideals of representa-
tive democracy when one portion of
our citizenship turns its activity to
private gain amid defensive war while
another is fighting, sacrificing or dy-
ing for national preservation.

Out of such universal service will
come a new unity of spirit and pur-
pose, a new confidence and consecra-
tion which would. make our defense
impregnable, our triumph assured.

With the nation-wide induction of
womanhood into our political life, we
(may count upon her intuitions, her re-
finements, her intelligense and her in-
fluence to exalt the social order, We
count upon her exercise of the full
privileges and the performance of the
duties of citizenship to speed the at-
tainments of the highest state.

I wish for an America no less alert
in guarding against dangers from
(within than it is watchful agalnst
|enemies from without. Our funda-
| mental law recogmizes no class, no
|group, no section. There must he
(none in legislation or administration.
The supreme inspiration is the com-
mon weal. Humanity hungers for in-
(ternational  peace and wo  erave it
